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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -29 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. None of the 
prior art of record either individually or in combination teach the following: 

-indicia coding a component in the plurality of components to indicate 
redundancy in the plurality of components, the redundancy indicating more than one 
vendor is providing said component. 

The present invention discloses a method and system for conveying information 
regarding a web architecture framework and more particularly to demonstrating phases 
of delivery of components of a system that are required for implementation of 
technology. The allowable feature of indicia coding a component in the plurality of 
components to indicate redundancy in the plurality of components to indicate 
redundancy in the plurality of components, the redundancy indicating more than one 
vendor is providing said component is not disclosed by any prior art reference. The 
closest prior art, Rassman et al (US 4937743) shows a method for the prospective 
scheduling, periodic monitoring and dynamic management of a plurality of interrelated 
and interdependent resources using a computer system. The method includes providing 
a data base containing information about the resources and graphically displaying 
utilization and availability of the resources as a function of time. Indicia can be made to 
appear on the display to provide visual identification of symbols as well as information 
about scheduling, status and conflicts involving the resources. The next closest prior 
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art, Turnbull (US 5208765) discloses a method and structure for monitoring product 
development is provided. In accordance with the method of this invention the product 
development is divided into a plurality of stages. Each stage in turn includes a set of 
requirements which must be completed in order for the stage to be completed. Each 
requirement is provided with a unique identifier for ease of reference to the requirement. 
Each requirement also has associated with it an indicium for indiciating the status of that 
requirement (i.e. whether the requirement is complete or not). However, Rassman et al 
and Turnbull both fail to disclose the feature of indicia coding a component in the 
plurality of components to indicate redundancy in the plurality of components, the 
redundancy indicating more than one vendor is providing said component. This distinct 
feature has been added to independent claims 1 , 7, 13, 20 and renders them and all 
claims that depend from them allowable.
